To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in 
the County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of 
March next, at ten of the clock, in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers and 
others heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote in 
relation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


3, To hear the report of the Budget Committee 
and to pass any vote in relation thereto. 


4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and to make appropriation for the same. 


5. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to incur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes 
upon the credit of the town. 


6. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on taxes paid within a limited time, and to fix the 
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amount of such discount and the date or dates when 
the same shall be allowed. 


7. To see if the town will vote to join the New 
Hampshire Seacoast Regional Development Associa- 
tion and to make appropriation therefor. 


8. To see if the town will vote to paint the out- 
side of the Town Hall, and to make appropriation 
therefor. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Fifty dollars ($50.00) for the 
purchase of Forest Fire Fighting Equipment, as recom- 
mended by the State-Forester, to be matched by an 
equal amount of State funds, said equipment to be 
purchased at wholesale through the State Forestry 
Department. 


10. To see if the town will vote to drain the cellar 
under the Town Hall, and to make appropriation there- 
for. 


11. To see if the town will vote to modernize and 
improve the electric lighting facilities in the main 
auditorium in the Town Hall. 


12. To see if the town will vote to constitute and 
appoint a committee, to act for the town, in connection 
with any proposed use by the Federal Government of 
its property within the confines of the town. 


13. To see if the town will vote to place oil upon 
the swamps and lowlands of the town, and of private 
persons with their consent, for the purpose of mosquito 
control, and to make appropriation therefor.

The salvage of every thousand feet of logs which 
can be sold means money for landowners, wages for 
workers, employment for trucks, teams and machinery, 
as well as reduced forest fire hazard for all. If owners 
of windthrown timber have not yet acted, they should 
communicate with those who can help. TOWN CHAIR- 
MEN are fully informed; STATE ADVISORY 
AGENTS can help to start logging by suggesting names 
of operators and giving other useful advice; FEDER- 
AL AGENCIES are increasing the number of log stor- 
age places as rapidly as possible. INDIVIDUALS 
MUST NOW COOPERATE! 


Forest fire danger for several years will be greater 
than usual. So much work must be done by public 
agencies to reduce hazard along roadsides, near im- 
proved and other exposed areas that many places will 
remain hazardous for some time to come. INDIVIDU- 
AL LANDOWNERS MUST TAKE A PERSONAL IN- 
TEREST! Aid in clean-up work through the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program is available to any wood- 
land owner at $4.00 per acre on areas up to 15 acres. 
The County Agent should be consulted. 


Support your local Forest Fire Wardens and Dep- 
uties. They are planning, with State and Federal 
agencies, an intensive campaign to control fires. Help 
them by strict observance of the fire laws. Kindle no 
open fires without a permit from the Warden except 
when the ground is covered with snow. Cooperate by 
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reporting fires you may see and in other ways. Fire 
fighting tool supplies are inadequate and should be rea- 
sonably increased by many towns. YOU CAN HELP, 
AND IT WILL PAY, TO PREVENT FOREST

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith present to you my ninth report as 
superintendent of your schools. 

The schools of New Castle are successful schools. 
There are several reasons for this. The cooperation of 
the parents is unique to the district. When the par- 
ents work with the teachers and the teachers work 
with the parents the results are a source of pride to 
both. The fact that the percentage of attendance for 
last year was 96.5 shows parental support. During the 
past nine years with one exception, attendance has 
been at or near this high figure. The problems of the 
school are very few and these few are easily answered 
because of mutual understanding between the citizens 
of New Castle and the teachers. 

We were sorry to lose the services of Mrs. 
Wheeler, our teacher of the upper grades for the past 
two years. The thoroughness of her work is proven by 
the standing of our graduates who are now in the 
Portsmouth Junior High School. The report of the 
standing of our last year’s sixth grade is good. The 
marks of the second ranking period, just received, as 
this report is written, show but one failing subject out 
of a total of forty eight. 

I am pleased to report that the upper grades are in 
charge of Miss Phyllis’ Jackson, a teacher of seven 
years’ experience and a graduate of Plymouth Normal 
School. I feel sure she is maintaining the high stand- 
ard set by her predecessors. A new school activity, 
and one for which Miss Jackson is at present entirely 
responsible, both financially and professionally, is a 
course in elementary wood work. This course is not 
designed to train carpenters. Its purpose is to teach 
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accuracy through exact measurements, to coordinate 
mental and manual activity, to develop carefulness in 
the pupil and to give an elementary idea of the correct 
use of the simple tools. It gives the pupil to whom 
book work may be uninteresting, an opportunity to 
leave his books for a period and still take part in a 
learning activity. 

The foundation of a child’s education is built in the 
first few grades. If this is well built, success through- 
out school life is more assured. The record of the New 
Castle children in Portsmouth is a tribute to the work 
of Miss Trefethen who first gives to them the joy of 
achievement in their early school years. She under- 
stands children and helps them enter upon their school 
life with an earnest endeavor which guides them 
through later years of school. 

It is a pleasure to report that the former unsatis- 
factory toilet arrangements of the school exist no 
more. The modern Vogel units are proving satisfac- 
tory. They do away with the necessity of the little 
children going out of doors. Since they are a strictly 
water toilet there is none of the chemical odor found in 
chemical installations. They are a _ permanent 
improvement and should require little attention in the 
future. 

The work of our school nurse, Mrs. Sheehy, is, I 
am sure, a source of satisfaction to all the parents. 
Hers is a difficult task but she is helped greatly by the 
cooperation of the parents and teachers. 

Mrs. Poore, our efficient music teacher, is teaching 
our pupils a love of singing. Her rhythm band is an 
evident pride to the younger pupils and is certainly an 
effective means of teaching phrasing and musical sense. 

There never was a time when children, smaller or 
larger, faced greater safety hazards than they do 
today. The age of machinery forces even the young 
child to meet the problem of safety before he has time 
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to comprehend it. At the earliest ages it is important 
that the child be taught how to avoid dangers. 
Dangers in the home, at play, at work and especially on 
the highway. The time has come when we especially 
who live near the Lafayette Highway, must make 
safety teaching a regularly scheduled subject of the 
curriculum. Little “workbooks” and primers are now 
being developed. We believe it possible to develop in 
even the primary child, habits of safety consciousness 
throughout his life. I recommend that, as soon as 
available, texts in safety be adopted as regular readers 
in our schools. This work has been done informally by 
the teachers of the nation during the past few years. 
This is responsible, in great part, for the fact that 
accidental deaths among children are decreasing in 
number. A regularly organized course would, we 
believe, produce greater results. 7 

May I again express my appreciation to the School 
Board of New Castle for advice and hearty cooperation 
given me in the work of the past year.
